Bailey, state Highway Department 
Township engineer, at the meeting 
of York and Adams County road 
supervisors at the Farmers’ Fair­ 
grounds between Abbottstown and 
East Berlin. 
With state funds increased for 
township road work at the session 
of the Legislature that ended re­ 
cently $18,000,000 is to be distrib­ 
uted on the basis of mileage and 
population and the states plan for 
matching township funds on specific 
projects.

Townships in this county in 1951 
received $70,009 in state funds. This 
year the total will go to $121,111 
and in 1954 the sum available for 
road and street work will be $146*636.

from POWs who refused to listen 
to indoctrination lectures 
Cpl. Clarence Sperbeck. 21, of 
Gillette, Pa., told how the Reds 
held back mail from him for two 
months 
because 
he 
sneered 
at 
Communist propaganda 
Sperbeck said the Reds told him 
he had freedom of speech. 
“So I used it one tim* to toll 
them what I thought of their prop­ 
aganda.” he said. “I missed 14 
straight mail calls, aqd got two 
months of mail. Before that the 
mail was coming in pretty good,” 
Sperbeck said. 
Died Of Neglect 
“ Mail was practically life and 
death up there.” he said, adding 
Reds also threatened to withhold 
medical care from the sick and 
wounded lf they refused to sign 
petitions. 
Sperbeck 
said he 
spent three 
months in the hospital shortly aft­ 
er his capture in April, 1951, and 
said he saw men dying at the rate 
of “five a day the whole time.” 
He said the men died of dysen­ 
tery and poor medical treatment. 
Sperbeck said the Reds were 
"always telling us what heroes the 
workers were. They told a story 
about some bricklayer in Russia 
who laid 5.000 or 6,000 brick* a 
day. We would ask ‘you’re aure It 
wasn’t 500 or 600?* 
‘ The instructor would pound the 
table and shout.”
